1 . This action is responsive to the following communication: the After-final 
Amendment filed November 21, 2008. 

2. Claims 1-10,1 2-1 8, 20, and 21 are pending in the case. Claims 1 1 and 1 9 are 
cancelled. Claims 1, 10, 14, 15, and 18 are currently amended. Claims 1, 10, 14, 15, 
18, 20, and 21 are independent claims. 

3. The amendments to the claims place application in condition for allowance, and 
the finality of the last office action is withdrawn. The amendment has been entered.
